born at Annan, Scdétland, in 1792,

sity of Edinburgh. For three 
‘years he was an assistant to Dr. 
/Chalmers, in Glascow, and in 
1822 was installed in the Scot- 
tish Presbyterian Ohurch, Lon- 
don. Here he enjoyed unbcound- 
ed popularity till his encourage- 
ment $n his congregation of un- 
intelligible rhapsodies as _ utter- 
ances of the Spirit, and alleged 
misstatements of doctrine led 
to his ejection by the Presbytery 
on the charge of heresy, in 1882.
